WHEREAS, the decision whether to appeal rests with the Solicitor General of the United States, 
who needs time to consider the issue. See 28 C.E.R. § 0.20(b). 

WHEREAS, defendant EDA has requested an extension of the production deadline, in order to 
allow the government to consider its appellate options within the congressionally-established timeframe, 
and plaintiff ALDF has agreed to FDA’s request. 

IT IS HEREBY STIPUEATED, by the parties to the action, through their counsel of record that: 

1. FDA’s deadline to release the records ordered in the Judgment (ECF 170) shall be extended 
to Monday, March 25, 2019. 

2. In the event that FDA elects to file a Notice of Appeal before that time, FDA’s obligation to 
release the records ordered in the Judgment (ECF 170) shall be stayed pending appeal.
